It Is likely he will exhaust 
his oratory in m dkj Or two and ^'ive 
otlier 8ciiat<)r8 an Opportunity t-) l.ivtiieir 
viowa l)ofort' tiie senate ami the country. 
Fully ten aet speeches on this bill were 
promised but Mr. Blair has consumed so 
niiK'li of tho senate's time that SOOM of 
tiu'iii will Im' cut short. 

Ncvortlii lc'ss tliL' cducat ioiial tiill will 
absorl) the Sciiatf. Altviuioii (liiriiij; llio 
Kn-att-r part ol Ujo wi'ck aiiJ its coiisiJ- 
oration may e.vtt'ti'l itito thf week 
following, a;id inoantitne the callemlar 
will Im' (liscii.-seti durint; the iiioiiiiiig 
lioui- and odd intervals, lu the early 
part of the week some time will be de- 
voted to the consideraticjii of executive 
btisiiiess and tli<> British e&tradition 
treatv, ail 1 possihiy the Runisn trst^ 
will Uuel^ be disposed of.

Mon<lav Ls, under the new rules, sus- 
pension Jay in the house, when bills 
mav be called by cummittees and passed 
under a 8us{>i'nsion of the rules. Most 
of the committees have not made prep- 
aration for bringing bills before the 
hooMe in this way. but it is safe to say 
that the entire time will be taken up in 
discussing and passing tlia bills that are 
reported. 

Some debate will ansae on the resolu- 
tions of Mr. Candler and Mr. Hltt, pro- 
vidiuK for discussing and voting on the 
two world's fair bills.

Washinoton, Feb. 17.— The house ap- 
proved the journal of Friday's proceed- 
ings by a vote of yeas, 138; nays, 1.

aiVER STEAMER SUNK. 

Tha Iionlax SInka In Fifty Fent of Wate^ 
in the 8t. Jolin* Blver. 

Jacksonvillb, Fla., Fob. l?.— Tha 
steamer Louise (rf the JaoksonTilla and 

MayportHne ran into an olj s tr u e ti on 

early Sunday morning near Hunter** 
Mill, on the St. Johns river, and wa* 
sunk in lo-^s tlian three minutes. One 
man was drowned aud the other passen- 
gers and crew barely escaped with their 
lives. The Louise left Mayport late Sat- 
urday ni>jjht, Inmnd for this city. She 
had on board a cn'w of sixty men, in- 
cluding Capt. < harles Floyd and seven 
passengers. The run from Mayix)rt is 
only two or three hoois, and the passen- 
gers were all lying asleep about the cabin 
with their clotiies on. About 1 :30 o'clock 
the steamer crashed into some obstruc- 
tion, supposed to be a stmken lighter, 
and sank in alx>ut three minutes. 

Capt. Floyd gives the following ac- 
count of the disaster: "When the boat 
struck we rushed t6 the oamns, and 
called to the passengers tb make for the 
lifeboat The watermshed in so fast 
that the boat could not be reached, and 
we finally got in a life raft and cut it 
loose. This was on the hurricane deck, 
to which we had retrejited. There were 
ten persons on the raft, and myself and 
Eph. Hood in the water. I threw my 
arm over a stick of wood, which aided 
me in kwping alx)ve the surface. Wes- 
ley Eviins. a youtig colored passen>;er, 
went down with the boat and w.is 
drowned. NVe were not in the water 
very Ion;.;, for the schooner .ie.ise \V. 
Starr came to as and took US all in. Tho 
Loui.se lies in fifty feet of water, nothin;; 
being visible but abrmt five feet of her 
smoke Bt:u-k. She l>elong8 to the estate 
of the late Alexander \\ allaoe, and was 
valued at about .iiiri.ooo."

yfiih the roeks tha wonaen smashed in 
tUl the windows, and with the axes 
chopped down the door. Having gained 
entrance to the saloon, tiie, women pos- 
sessed themselves of the bottles and kegs 
of fjeer and barrels of whisky, and carry- 
ing them into the st rectus their contents 
were emptied iiit<j the gutter. Keturning 
to the s.i loon, the ti.xtiires were demol- 
ished. ;uid the crusaders' work w;us done. 
Hamilton Brady, the owner of the build- 
ing, says he will prosecute the women 
for destroying his pro|>erty. Dury Davis, 
who rim the saloon, has nottiing to say.

A TBIPLE TBAOEDY W NEW YOBK 



Iiiaac Jarob Shoot* Herman Royoainaky 
aad Hla Wtfa and Xhaa Blqwa Bla Own 
BraiaaOat— On« Van Bhot Tkrongh the 

Heart and Another Serloualy Woanded 
Xmmt JaflFaraonylUat lad. — Other Crimea. 

New York, Feb. 17. — Isaac Jacob, 

aged 4o. shot and killed Herman lioyo- 
zinsky, of 54 Ridge street, about "i o'clock 
Sunday morning, then shot and perhaps 
fatally injured Royosinski's wife, and 
finally shot himself dead. The tragedy 
was the result of an old quarrel between 
the men. It is said that Jacob once 
smuggled ^".IXHJ worth of diamonds into 
this country, and becoming frightened, 
placed them in Royozinsky's hands for 
safe keei)ing until it should be safe to 
dispose of them, but when he asked 
Hoyozinsky for them the latter refused 
to account for them. 

It is also said that Jacob, who was a 
married man, made love to Royozinsky's 
niece until he was forbidden to visit the 
family any more. Despite these events, 
however, Jacob and Royozinsky met oc- 
casionally and had business transactions. 
Early Sunday morning Jacob called at 
Royozinsky's rooms in the tenement No. 
64 nidge street, and awoke Hoyo/.insky, 
telling him to come out to ilie stal'le, as 
Bonu! (Jiie was trying to steal I he horse 
which lioN o/.insky u^ed in his ijusiness 
as Jin expr m m. 

Koyozin-k\ aci otnpanied ,ra''ol) to the 
stahle. which is in the reai- of No. 47 
Kidge street. When the men reached 
the stable yard Jacob suddenly drew a 
revolver and shot Royozinsky throujjh 
the heart. He then went ha fi to No. fj4 
and shot Mrs. Royozinsky, who was just 
coming out of the house, having become 
anxious because her husband liad gone 
with Jacob, whom she distrusted. The 
bullet penetrated her neck and lodged in 
her back. She ran down the street 
screaming and did not faU until she 
reached the Delanoey street police sta- 

Meanwhile her son, Otto, aged 

18 years, had sprung out and 
pursuad Jacob. wh<j fled until he 
reached BriH)me street, when he turned 
and aimeil the revolver at Otto. The 
boy do l;;ed ix'hind a wai;on, and Jacob, 
seeing two policemen running; uj) to ar- 
rest him. pL'H ed the revolver to his own 
heail. lirr(l, and fell dead in tlu' gutter. 

On his jieison w;is found a Ion;;, ram- 
bling sta'eiui' it. to the elTect that Royo- 
zinsky and everybody el.se' with whom 
he lia<l had anything to do since he came 
to this country had cheated and roblied 
him: tint the lawyers he had engaged to 
look alter his interests had played into 
the bauds of his enemies; that his own 
wife had robb >d him, sold him out and 
thrown him in'x> tlie street; that he was 
sick, destitute and desperate, and had 
finallv desided to take the law into his 
own nands. 

At tha hospital it is not yet known 
whether Mrs. Royozinsky can recover or 
not Her wouna is very serious. 

Deed* of • Uooaiar Desperado. 

jBFFBitso!«viUiB, Ind., Feb. 17.— A 
farmers' alliance of three adjoining 
coimties was organised and an entertain- 
ment given, Saturday night, in the little 
city of Lexington. Some of the toughs 
of tlie surrounding ooimtry attended 
with the intention of breaicing up the 
alliance, and intei rupled the sjK'aking by 
letting the window s fall with a criuth. 
When William l-lolles stopj>ed their pro- 
ceedings, Sheridan Stoner and others of 
the crowd went oui-ide. but soon after- 
wards returne<l, Stoner ha\ iii.; put a 
pistol in his overcoat pocket. Tlie gang 
stood around Stoner with pistols in tliwr 
hands and tauntt^d Bolles, who finally 
broke a bench leg off and struck Stoner, 
who retreated shooting. 

A wiKl iiauic ensued, ladies fainted 
and several attempted to jump out of 
windows and over the banlston. Bolles 
fell shot through the heut, whUe Frank 
Wells, of Saluda, was slK>t through the 
elbow. Mrs. Boilea went into convul- 
sions, and during tha confusion Stoner 
escupeil after knocking down G«iorge 
Shea, a prominent teacner, who inter- 
fered. The strangest thing is that he 
]>a88eil tlirou!;h Nubb Simdav morning 
at tf o'clock, aud to a crowd or forty re- 
lateil the alfair, yet was alloweil to goon 
uniiiolested. He is still 8.t large, but a 
sheriH's pos-,e in after him. Mn. Boiles 
is in a critical condition.

The assailant pursuea Mil- 
ler, th inking in tlla darkness that Ic was 
Lawrence, l^wrence went out on the 
street ami summoned a policeman, who, 
on entering the place, found Ja-m s .Mil- 
ler dead, and Morris Miller hiding iu a 
closet, wheie ho was arrested.

Lata Saturday night, 
Thomas Ryan, a saloon keepeir at 
Georgesville, a little village ten milea 
from here, quarrelle<l witli two country 
men, named Napolean Suever, aged 19, 
and Joshua Stephens, when Ryuk 
whipped out his pistol, and fired M 
Stephens, the ball passing through his 
neck, and lodging in the head of Na- 
polean Suever, who fell to tha flOQV 
dead. Stephens is repoited dying. 

Ryan is a bad character and was on6* 
bound over to court for outtii^ a 
woman. Stephens is an ex-oonviofe 
has been repeatedly in the pmitentiaiy, 
and between him and tha saloonist a 
feud existed. Snever wa.s a young man 
of fair character and had just dropped 
into the doggery when he waa mtL 
Ryan has not been arrested. 

Another double tragedy took place in 
the two-story brick residence at No. 390 
Eiist Fulton street yesterday. WilHam 
Dohn, aged ;i."> years, got drunk yester- 
day and went to his house while lK)rder- 
ing on delirium tremens. He pulled out 
a No. 22 calibre Victor revolver and shot 
at his wife, indicting a painful wound in 
her hand. Then j)lai ing the pLstnl at his 
own head, he lired aud the hall went 
through his brain, killing him instantly. 
He was a tinner and dealer in iron 
cornices.

Tax for the Benefit of a Corporation. 

The Superior Court, in reversing the 
case of Halbert venrog the Vaneeborg 
and Qaincy Turnpike B3ad Company, 
says : 

" A turnpilte company being author- 

\y.^<\ tiy its charter to have all tlie prop- 
erty within a certain bouqdary assessed 
for taxation each year so long as upces- 
snry to pay for the construction of its 
road, and to return the assessment to the 
Oiunty Ooart for the purpose of having 
it liHted with the Sheriff for colleclion, a 
creditor of the compauy whose claim 
was incurred in the eonstrnctlon of the 
r )a<{ )iH8 an equitable interest in the tax; 
and having obtained a judgement and re- 
turn of 'no property,' he has the right to 
invoke the aid of the Chancellor to se- 
cure the colleclion and appropriation of 
the tax to the payment of bis debt. And 
tbe Obancellor, through his receiver, has 
the power to take any steps neceesary to 
that end which the corporation could 
have taken, beginning with the assess- 
ment and ending with the collection 
from tiie Sheriff. And it is not necessary 
that tbe taxpayers abonld ba parties to 
the action^l^

Mr. 8. 8. Riley, one of MHy»villt«'B 

most popular bnHitl(•^M men, died lant 
night at the family residence on Weitt 
8eeond etreet, from a eompHcUion of 

diseases. 

He was taken ill four weeks ago and 
had been in an extremely critical condi- 
tion for several da> s. All that medit-al 
skill and faithful nursing could do was 
done, bat withoat aTail. Tbe end came 
last night and he breathed his last at 10 
o'clock. 

Tbe decsued was bom near Mayslick, 

and lacked but a few months of being 
forty years of age. He was a son of Mr. 

George Riley, one of Mason County's 

most successful farmers. His wife, who 
is a daughter of Mr. Enos Myall of 
Mayslick, survives him. He leaves two 
children, both daughters, of tender years. 

For the past ten years thedeceaeed had 
filled tbe position of teller at tbe First Na- 
tional Bank.
